VERDICT OF GUILTY

Socialist Convicted of Vio- 
lating Espionage Act—“It 
Will Come Right in God’s 
Time,” Says Debs. 


Cleveland, Ohio, September 12.—Eu- 
gene V. Debs, charged with violating 
the espionage act, was found guilty by 
a federal jury today. 

Debs’ defense consisted of an ad- 
dress by himself yesterday in* which 
he explained that he was working for 
the good of the whole world, but as 
to the charges, he said, “I deny noth- 
ing; I repudiate nothing; I retract 
nothing.” 

Judge Westenhaver’s court was 
crowded, mostly with friends of.the de- 
fendant. The latter’s expression was 
calm and imperturbable as the jury- 
men filed out. 

Talking to newspaper men after the 
verdict, Debs said: 

“It is all right. I have no complaint 
to make.

In 
the Thursday morning compilations 
by politicians and newspapers, how- 
ever, Jefferson was either credited to 
Watson or unplaced. A report was sent 
out from Thomson yesterday morning 
ing that Vinson, on the official count, 
had carried McDuffie. Two hours later, 
however, a correction was put on the 
wires. Watson was beaten in Thom- 
son, the county seat, and his home, 
but the county districts stood by him 
and gave him McDuffie by a majority 
of 65.

The verdict found him guilty of three; 
not guilty of one. He was found guil- 
ty of attempting to ‘Incite insubordi- 
nation, disloyalty, etc., in the military 
and naval forces; attempting to ob- 
struct recruiting and uttering language 
tending to incite, provoke and encour- 
age resistance to the United States and 
to promote the cause of the enemy. 

The count on which he was adjudged 
innocent charged that he opposed the 
cause of the United States. 

Counsel for both sides said that they 
considered Judge Westénhaver’s in- 
structions fair. They were exhaustive 
and couched in simple language and 
delivered in a kindly manner, required 
one and a half hours. He made no 
comment on the evidence, which, pre- 
sented by the government, was affirm- 
ed by the defendant, but assured the 
jury that the espionage act was 
wholly valid. 

The jury was out five and a 
hours, mostly spent

Washington, September 12.—General 
lershing has awarded the distinguish- 
ed service crdss to eighteen additional 
officers and men of the American ex- 
‘peditionary forces -for gallantry in ac- 
tion. The citations were sent as a sec- 
tion of the official communique for 
yesterday and were made public to- 
night by the war department. The list 
includes: 

Corporal Sydney E. Manning, Floma- 
ton, Ala.: “For extraordinary heroism 
in action - near Croix Rouge farm, 
northeast of Chateau Thierry, France, 
July 27, 1918. Corporal Manning, on 
the morning of July 27, 1918, was in 
charge of an automatic rifle squad. 
One gunner was killed and one carrier 
and himself wounded by shell fire. 


Although wounded, he took the rifle 
and ammunition and continued the 
advance..

The Kalser’s Address. 


In beginning his address at the muni- 
tion works the emperor said: 

“My Dear Friends at the Krupp Works: 
I have long felt a desire to pay you 
a visit during this war but, as you 
know, numerous political and military 
duties have summoned me to the vari- 
ous battlefields and regions of war 
wrecked Europe. Now at last, to my 
delight, I have succeeded in coming 
here to the works which I have been 
able to observe in their development 
since my earliest childhood and tne 
inspection of which has always filled 
me with the greatest admiration for 
German science and inventive energy. 


“What I want to do today is to ex- 
press my imperial thanks to the direc- 
tors of the Krupps, the foremen, the 
workmen and the workwomen for the 
absolutely astounding manner in which 
the’ Krupp works have been placed at 
the disposal of the German army and 
its supreme war lord. Very great work 
has been accomplished by all, from the 
directors down to the last workman 
and workwomen and this, under in- 
creasing feod and clothing difficulties, 
and the losses, sorrows and cares which 
have spared no home, neither princely 
house nor modest workman's dwell- 


ing. 
Warm Thanks te Women, 


“Industrial mobilization without dis- 
tinction of age or sex has constituted 
a demand such as never before was 
made on the German people and yet 
it was responded to willingly and joy- 
fully.

New York, September 12.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The American first army, 
under command of General Pershing, 
is in action against the Germans on 
a twenty-mile front on the famous St. 
Mihiel salient in Lorraine, which had 
stood as a sharp wedge in the French 
line southeast of Verdun since the com- 
mencement of the war. 

In the preliminary thrust ground was 
gained on both sides of the triangle and 
also at its apex at St. Mihiel, and at 
last accounts the Americans, with 
‘whom some French troops are brigad- 
ed, were fast gweeping across the 
salient in an effort to close the mouth 
of the big pocket before the Germans 
can extricate themselves from the per- 
jlous position they are in as a result 
of the suddenness of the blow and the 
element of surprise it carried with it. 


AMERICAN GAINS 
QUICKLY MADE. 


Although the advance of the Ameri- 
cans -was swift and sure and gains in 
excess of four miles on the southern 
side of the battle area were made, the

St. Mihiel Reported Taken. 


With the American Army on the 
Lorraine Front, September 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—St. Mihiel has been 
recaptured by the French, according 
to the unoffiieal information here. 

By 2 o’clock in the afternoon the 
Americans had gainea possession of 
the villages of Nonsard, Pannes, Bouill- 
lonville and Thiaucourt. 

The Americans attacked early in the 
morning and by 9 o’clock they had 
progressed generally along the _ line. 
Some prisoners were taken at different 
parts of the sector. 

The first wave of American 
met with little resistance and at 
o’clock the second American wave was 
in possession of several points of the 
German first line. 

The Americans in their drive reach- 
ed the first objectives at some points 
an hour ahead of schedule time. Seven 
hundred prisoners have already been 
taken. 

All along the line the advance has 
been carried out on schedule. Near 
Maizerais the troops went ahead 
against machine gun fire by crawling 
and tanks were sent to their aid. 

To the north Les Eparges hill and 
the neighboring Hill 322 were cap- 
tured, numbers of the enemy surren- 
dering at the latter place. 

The American casualties have been 
markably low. 


Americans Struck Both Sides. 


With the American Forces on the 
Lorraine Front, September 12.—(Reu- 
ter.)—French and American forces 
this morning launched an attack 
against the German positions on both 
sides of the St. Mihiel salient. 


The weather is fine. The attack 
made by the French and the Ameri- 
}cans was a most daring one and s80 
far has been successful. 

The attack was preceded by a bar- 
rage lasting four hours. 

The attack on the southern side of 
the St. Mihiel salient was made along 
a distanee of 12 miles. The attack 
on the western side was on a front of 
8 miles. 

There has been a great concentra- 
tion of Franco-American artillery and 
entente airplanes are operating in 
large numbers. 

The Germans now are falling back 
om the fronts on each side of the St. 
Mihiel salient. 

Though undoubtedly’ suspicious of 
the intentions of the Americans in this 
region the rmans were unaware at 
the time of the direction of the attack.

“The first American army under per- 
sonal command of General Pershing for 
the first time went into action today in 
the St. Mihiel salient. Never before 
has there been such a large concen- 
tration of American troops for one op- 
eration and never have the Americans 
been in such complete control of their 
own operations.

‘Growth Has Been Rapid in 
United States in Last 
Two Years.

Washington, September 12.—Habit- 
ual use of morphine, cocaine, heroin 
and preparations containing other 
,marcotic drugs’has increased rapidly 
| in the United States within the last 
_two years, and a drastic anti-narcotic 
law must be enacted to check the 
wholesale spread of the habit. These 
are the conclusions made public today 
by a special treasury ‘investigating 


committee, together with a partial re- 


port on the number of drug addicts 
actually under physicians’ treatment. 

The investigations of the committee, 
which is headed by Representative 


Rainey, of Lllinois, showed that thou- 
sands of drafted men have been dis- 
missed after it was found they were 
drug addicts, and that this number 
included many who systematically de- 
veloped the habit to insure their dis- 
missal. : 

The necessary measures already 
have been embodied in the new reve- 
nue bill, the committee reported, pro- 
viding for registration of manufac- 
turers and dealers in proprietary 
medicines containing compounds of

Uncounted thousands in 
addition get their supplies clandes- 
tinely from “dope peddlers,” against 
whom internal revenue agents wage 
perpetual warfare. 

Last year, the committee’s records 
show, the production and sale of pro- 
prietary cordials, “drops” and pare- 
goric syrups, containing a derivative 
of opium, increased rapidly.

NO RATE REVIEWING 
BY STATE RAIL BOARDS 


Washington, September 12.—Rate re- 
viewing functions of state railroad and 
utility commissions probably will not 
be restored to them by the railroad 
administration, it was stated today, al- 
though the co-operation of the state 
bodies in enforcing safety and other 
police regulations will be welcomed. 
In some states, also, commissions have 
gone ahead with investigations of local 
rate inequalities, and ave reported 
recommendations to the federal admin- 
istration.

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COVERING THE STATE. 


A striking feature of the recent senato- 
rial primary is its verification of the remark- 
able accuracy of The Constitution’s forecast. 

Pursuant! to its practice for many years, 
The Constitution on the last Sunday preced- 
ing the election, published its forecast of the

Incidental to our explanation of the fore- 
cast, and in reference to its previous similar 
forecasts of the results of major elections in 
the past, The Constitution last Sunday said - 


A striking feature of every one of The 
Constitution's forecasts above referred to 
is that im each instance the vote pre- 
dicted for the candidate which The Con- 
stitution was editorially supporting was 
below the vote actually received by that 
candidate in the primary following. In 
other words, so careful was The Consti- 
tution in its admonition to its corre- 
spondents to be conservative in their 
estimates and so cautious was it in the 
tabulation of its figures that in every 
one of these campaigns to be on the safe 
side, The Constitution underestimated, 
rather than overestimated, the strength 
of the candidate it was supporting.

Cities are being laid waste by 
flames started by the mad proletariat in the 
fury of its maniacal passion, and thé por- 
tions of these cities still intact are largely 
at the mercy of murderous robber hordes 
which have swept down upon them, attracted 
by the scent of blood and the possibilities 
for loot.

EXERCISE AND METABOLISM. - 

Metabolism requires definition at the out« 
set. Most people understand what exercied 
means. Metabolism, then, is not a diseasd 
or a bad habit. It is the constant combuas- 
tion or burning of fuel (food) and body 
tissue to produce the energy necessary to 
maintain the various functions of the body 
and do such mental and physical work as 
you demand from your body. If your meta- 
bolism is slow you are likely to gain super 
fluous weight, be dull or drowsy, have a4 
slow pulse, a body temperature below the 
normal 98 most of the time, and various 
other symptoms which we frequently note, 
in women thirty to thirty-five years of age 
particularly. If the metabolism is too fast 
there is nervous irritability, loss of weight, 
rapid pulse, wakefulness, sensation of undué 
warmth if not slight feverishness at times in 
the day. and other symptoms as seen typi- 
cally in such diseases as exophthalmic goitre 
or early pulmonary tuberculosis, for ex- 
ample. | 

The metabolism varies one way or the 
other from the normal rate of good health 
in countless different diseases. As there 
are practically no specific cures for these 
diseases well trained physicians nowadays 
are giving the study of each patient’s meta- 
bolism much attention and bringing about 
the most satisfactory results through ef- 
forts to bring metabolism to or near the 
normal, irregpective of the ailment the pa« 
tient happens to have. For instance, the best 
of doctors may be unable to determine posi- 
tively whether a patient is suffering with 
incipient .(early or beginning) lung tuber 
culosis or exophthalmic goitre, because the 
genera! symptoms are much the same ia 
either case—symptoms depending on in-« 
creased metabolism—and it is often difficult 
to detect clinical signs of very slight in- 
filtration in the lung or of any anatomical 
change in the thyroid gland. However, it 


‘is not so very important, since the general 


treatment and management of the patient 
is the same in both cases—absolute rest im 
bed in the open air and medication and diet 
selected to oppose the too active metabolism, 

Lavoisier discovered that the absorption 
of oxygen is increased during exercise or 
physical work, and that means that exercise 
increases metabolism. Victims of tubereu- 
losis or exophthalmic goitre sometimes har< 
bor the delusion that exercise will make them 
stronger and healthier; the truth is that 
nothing worse for the average tubercu< 
losis or exophthalmic goitre patient thag 
walking about or using the muscles, 

It is rather curious that individuals with 
slow metabolism, who especially needed reg- 
ular muscular exercise to increase the meta- 
bolism, are least inclined to take exercise, 
while those with fast metabolism, to whom 
exercise is often harmful, are generally eager 
to take active exercise.

Through amateurish deduction 
and half-baked theories a great deal of false 
teaching has been founded on common con- 
ditions like adenoids, etc. For instance, so- 
called “stigmata of degeneration”—physical 
or cosmetic defects or irregularities, are just 
as frequently observed among perfectly 
normal persons as among convicts or saints.

We are always so glad to get letters from

A bulietin issued by Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man, fuel administrator for Georgia, 


days as it affected counties 
that these counties will have no more 
ginless days to observe after Septem- 
ber 11 until Monday, November 4. 

The counties included in this order, 
which are those north of and including 
Carroll, Campbell, Fulton, Dekalb, 
Rockdale, Walton, Oconee, Taliaferro, 
Wilkes and Lincoln, are required to 
observe ginless Mondays and Tues- 
days during the months of Augtist, Nv- 
vember and December. 

Another change has been made in 
transferring the counties of Clayton, 
Newton, Morgan and McDuffie from the 
north to the middle Georgia section, 
with reference to the observance of 
ginless days. . 

This was done upon recommendation 
of their local fuel administrator with 
the approval of the state fuel adminis- 
trator. 

Dr. Hardman states that there has 
been a very gratifying compliance with 
the request as to ginless days on the 
part of the ginners of the state, and 
expresses his appreciation of the spir- 
it of co-operation which has been :ran- 
ifest. Im order not to work a hard-

SAYS LLOYD-GEORGE 


Manchester, England, September 12.— 
It was officially announced late to- 
night that Premier Lioyd-George is suf- 


fering from achill. He has a high tem- 
perature and may be prevented from | 
fulfilling all his engagements in his 
present tour of Lancashire, the state- 
ment adds. 

Manchester, England, September 12.— 
“Nothing but heart failure on the part 
of the British nation can prevent our 
achieving a real victory,” said Premier 
Lloyd-George, speaking today at Man- 
chester. : 

The premier said that the British 
casualties in the last offensive in 
France were one-fifth of what they 
were’ in 1916. 

Premier Lloyd-George said he was 
all for a league of nations and that 
in fact a league already had been be- 
gun. The British empire, he said, was 
a league of free nations and that the 
allied countries fighting the battle for . 
international right were now a league | 
of free nations. 

“To end all wars,” 
“we must impose a durable peace ' 
from our enemies. The Prussian mili- . 
tary power must not only be beaten, but 
Germany herself must know and the 
German people must know the rulers 
have outraged the laws of humanity 
and that Prussian strength cannot 
protect them from punishment. 


Must Be Last War. 

“This must be the last war,” Mr. 
Lloyd-George said. “Don’t let us be 
misled that the establishment of a 
league of nations without power will 
in itself secure the world against a 
catastrophe. A league of nations with 
the Prussian military power trium- 
phant would be a league of fox and 
geese—one fox and many geese. The 
geese would greatly diminish in num- 
bers.” 

The only sure 
league of nations, 
was a victory for the allies. Peace 
must be of a kind, he added, that 
commends itself to the commonsense 
conscience of the nations. As a whole 
it must not be dictated by extreme. 
men on either side. 

Continuing, the premier said: 

“We shall neither accept for our- 
selves nor impose upon our foes a 
Brest-Litovsk . treaty. 

“We cannot allow the ‘Bolsheviks’ | 
to force on us a peace so humiliating | 
as to dishonor the national flag and = 
to make a repetition of the horrors of | 
this war inevitable. When a satisfac- | 
tory peace has been secured we can 
proceed with a clear conscience to) 
build up a new world. 

“The news is distinctly good, really | 
good,” said the premier. “We are go- 
ing through a long tunnel and are not. 
at the end of the journey. There is | 
some steep grades. to climb. It may 
be that the tunnel will be dark, but it 
will be short now that the worst is 
over.”

Life of Britain at Stake. 

Mr. Lioyd-George delivered his ad- 
dress on the occasion of his receiving 
the freedom of the city, for which 
purpose he had gone to Manchester. 
He was warmly greeted by crowds in 
the streets. 

The premier recalled that his last 


visit to Manchester was in June, 1915, 
when he appealed to the engineers to 
organize for the war. He had not gone 
into this work personally with an ea- 
gerness, he declared, and in fact he 
did not mind saying that he went into 
it reluctantly. 

HRiaving realized the character of the 
challenge, however, he felt it was a 
thing not te be done in any half- 
hearted way, as the Hfe of Great Brit- 
ain, her honor, the fate of the empire, 
and the destiny of the human race de- 
pended on the issue of the war. Point- 
ing out that while there might be dif- 
ficulties ahead, the way through would, 
in the premier’s belief, be a short one 
and that the worst was over. Mr. 
Lloyvd-George continued: 

“When we suffered the reverse of 
March 21 we still had large reserve. 
in this country. The Germans did not 
know it. I already have expressed 
gratitude to the people who criticised 


the government on the ground that 
there were no reserves. These people 
had succéssfully misled the Germans. 
“An additional fact that depressed, 
the Germans was the advent of the! 
Americans. There is no finer feature | 
in the history of English industry than, 
tie transport of the Americans across} 
the Atlantic. The Germans iid not ex- | 
pect more than two divisions. That 
was another miscalculation. 


Lessons Tought by War. 


“FH[lundreds of thousands are there 
now, and the Germans know it. ‘They, 
are the advance guard of ten million 
of the ‘finest material in the world.’ 

After noting the comparative light- 
ness of the casualties in the last ad- 
vance by the British, the premier 
mnade his references to the question of 
peace, and went on to point out some 
lessons from the present struggle. | 

The first lesson taught by the war, | 
he said, was the immense importance of 
maintaining the solidarity of the Brit- 
ish empire.

Attack On Burleson. 


After Representative Pou, of North 
Carolina, democrat, had charged re- 
publicans with attempting to “check 
the administration,” with the concealed 
purpose of embarrassing it, a fresh and 
heated controversy developed from an 
address by Representative Miller, of’ 
Minnesota, republican, who sharply as- 
sailed Postmaster General Burleson.

Mr. Burleson was vigorously defend- 
ed by Representative Moon, of Ten- 
nessee, chairman of the house  post- 
office committee, and Representatives 
Buchanan and Hardy, of’ Texas, demo- 
crats. 

Denouncing Mr. Miller’s 
“personal slanders,” 
Moon declared statements of the Min- 
nesota member regarding the postal 
service were “absolutely false.” 

“In these times,” said Mr. Moon, “it 
is almost treason for any member of 
this body to tend to bring into ridi- 
cule and contempt any high official of 
the government.” 

Representative Focht, of Pennsvylva- 
nia, republican, interjected that he 
could submit “thousands of instances 
of rankest inefficiency in the postof- 
fice department.” 

Urges Democratic Control. 

Representative Buchanan declared 
that Mr. Burleson has been wrongfully 
subjected to “vilification and abuse,” 
while Representative Hardy urged that 
democratic control of congress be con- 
re to avoid embarrassing the presi- 
ent.
